The Committee consisted of 
Lord Justice Atkin (chairman), 
Sir Ernest Pollock, Sir’ Leslie 
Scott, Sir Herbert Stephen.

Bodkin, Sir Edward Troup, Sir 
Ernley Blackwell and Sir Edward 
Marsha ll-Hall. 


. The Committee, in.their report,’ 
give the following summary of 
their recommendations :— 


1.—It should he reengnized that 
a person charged crimina!ly with 
an offence is irresponsible for his 
act when the act is. committed 
under an impulse which the 
prisoner was by mental disease 
In substance, deprived of any 
power to resist. It may require 
legislation to bring this rule into 
effect. - 
2,—Saveas above, the rules“in 
McNeghten’ S case should be 
maintained. 
3.-Where a person is found to 
be‘irresponsible on the ground of 
insanity, the verdict should be 
“that the accused did the act (or 
made the omission) charged, but 
is not guilty on the ground that 
he was-tnsane so as not to be Tee 
sponsible, according to law, at the

IF LABOUR RULES. | 


Politically we live in an age of 
kaleidoscopic changes. A year 
ago, if we had predicted that 
within twelve months Britain 
would have a Labour Govern- 
ment, we should have been 
laughed to scorn. ‘To-day, the 
portents are that|such an Ad- 
ministration may come into 
being within a week. Yesterday 
we had a few comments to make 
on the political outlook, and we 
would now Jock at matters from 
a slightly different angle. The 
idea of a Labour Government 
may be repugnant to many of 
our readers, but we are hoping 
that-they have sufficient tolera- 
tion, breadth of view and charity 
to refrain from, prejudging the 
Labcurities. We bave no. parti- 
cular love for Mr. ‘Ramsay 
Masdonald or his followers, but 
we want them, if they are to 
take up the reins of office, to be 
given a fair ‘chance. Let them 
be judged ,by what they. do, not 
by what we fear‘they may ac- 
complish or,fail to do. If. they 

commit grave errors, then they 
will deverve thé reprobation 
which they will surely receive. 
In any event, it is no use cursing 
Labour for the present situation, 
which has made them the pre- 
mier Opposition party and there- 
fore the natural successors to the 
present Government if the latter 
is defeated. “If anybody is’ to be 
castigated, it is the: electorate for 
woting as it did. 
course; the voters. were quite 
within their rights in using the 
Franchise just as they” chose to 
do. Our present system may be 
full of anomalies, but, for all 
that, it is the best we have’ been 
yet able to evolve. for the ex:

Waiting For Their Chance. 


Woe heard, the other day, of a 
China coast officer who received 
“warning” from his crew that 
their vessel. was likely to be 
pirated next trip.

Possibly the immunity of ‘most 
of the ships sailing out of Hong- 
kongto Canton, Macao,and other 
nearby ports depends entirely on 
whether or not the cargo or 
passengers are worth a raid. Tk 
is anything but s comforting 
thought, especially with the near 
approach of the New Year, when 
not only will there be more 
wealthy ‘travellers, and shipments 
of coin, but also even the profes- 
sional criminals will try to save 
“face” by paying off all their 
financiat obligations !
